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NOTE. 



The classified list of references here given is not put forth as an 
exhaustive bibliography of the subject in hand, though it has been 
made as complete as the library facilities within reach have permit- 
ted. A few references have been taken at second hand, on what 
seemed to the compiler to be good authority; but, as a rule, refer- 
ences which could not be verified have been omitted. In the tabula- 
tion of the French Mysteries the method of Petit de Julleville, to whom 
the compiler is much indebted, has been adopted; in the table of 
representations of English Mysteries some valuable assistance has 
been received from the preface to the excellent volume of York Plays 
by Miss Toulmin Smith; in the preparation of the Italian and Spanish 
sections, recourse has been had to the Bulletin No. 5 1 of the Boston 
Public Library and also to the Ticknor Catalogue; in many matters 
of verification and investigation, useful aid has been very freely given 
by Mr. J. C. Rowell, librarian of the University, whose hand-lists 
have also been consulted. It is hoped that serious errors have been 
avoided, and that the work will serve in some measure as a guide as 
well as an index.

D. EDITIONS OF ITALIAN MYSTERIES. 

Under this head a few of the more important collections are given, 
no discriminative and extended list being framed, for the reason that 
the compiler has not at hand facilities for studying the subject at first 
hand The best works for the general student are those of Ancona, 
Ebert, Klein, Palermo, and Tiraboschi (starred in general list), to 
which, and to the references therein contained, the student is referred. 
The best short account is that of Ebert ; Klein's account is feeble and 
unsatisfactor}' in general treatment, but his work is extended and accu- 
rate in detail ; Bartoli's Storia della letteratura italiana, vol. i : chap, 
vi., contains a ver)' good short account ; Ginguene gives but little 
attention to the subject.

F. EDITIONS OF GERMAN MYSTERIES. 

In the treatment of the subject of the drama by German writers, so 
little distinction is made, by some authorities, between mysteries 
proper, carnival-plays, and religious poems of a dramatic nature, 
that the compiler has not attempted to draw a strict line of demar- 
cation, and has included in the list certain works of a somewhat gen- 
eral character. When, however, works are cited for a special topic, 
an explanatory note is added. For general study the student will 
perhaps find best facilities in the use of the works which are starred 
in the general list under the heading of histories, essays, and works 
for reference ; though many others are of great value for study of 
the special subject named in the notes.
